POSITION OF.HOI. . CHASLE3 S. MOREHEAD. 

To the Editor* of the LiOuisvilU Journal: 

Gentlemen: In your piper of the 23d 
inRt., you copy tlie extract of a letter from the 
Frankfort Yeoman, in which is contained the 
following paragraph: "I saw Gov. Morcheud 
to-day just returned from the South. He is 
the niost ultra Southern Rights man I have 
seen." And you add: ''Gov. Morchcad. we 
l>elievc, is now nt his home in this vicinity, 
and can speak for himself." Although the 
statement in the above paragraph may be 
considered by some a charge sufficiently grave 
to require aii answer. I am constrained to ad- 
mit that I am and have all my life l>een n 
Southern rights man. 1 have labored honest- 
lv and faithfully to secure the enjoyment of 
those rights against the fanatical aggressions 
of those who have madly brought the country 
to its present deplorable condition. Had the 
wise and moderate and just propositions 
of our venerable and distinguished Senator, 
Mr. Crittenden, been promptly accepted by 
the North, there are but few who can doubt 
that we would now have been a united and 
happy people. They were, however, almost 
unanimously repudiated by the lilac!; litp.il>- 
lican party. Still the lovers of the I'niou did 
not despair. Seven -lavcholding State- with- 
drew from the Union and formed a Govern- 
ment of their own. Mentor' y, e cr loyal 
and devoted to the stars and sir pel, with un- 
paralleled unanimity ol seritli ...... declared 

herself opposed to coercion. My own opin- 
ions and feelings were thoroughly in accord- 
ance with hers, and so publicly expressed in 
the most emphatic terms in an address to the 
members of the Legislature. After this, I 
was unanimouslv elected as a delegate to the 
Peace Conference, where I exerted whatever 
power or influence 1 could bring to bear for 
the settlement of the distracting questions 
which were convulsing and dividing the coun- 
try. My contuse in that convention was the 
occasion of another address before the mem- 
bers of tho Legislature, the substance of which 
was published and laid before the people of 
Kentucky. The resolutionsof tho Peace Con- 
ference, distasteful as some of them were to 
many Southern men, were still more so to the 
Black Republicans in power. These resolu- 
tions, though the very best that we could ob- 
tain, but not by anv 'means what we desired 
them to be, fell still-born. Congress would 
not even take them up for consideration. 
Still we were assured that there was S deep 
and constantly increasing feeling of conserva- 
tism in the North, which would override all the 
Black Republican influence and give us every 
guarantee necessary to our security and safe- 
ty. We took an appeal from the politicians 
at Washington to the people of the North. 

and trusted to the conservative ele nt to do 

lis justice. South Carolina was at that time 
bringing all her batteries to boar on Fort 
Sumter, and making the most vigorous prep- 
arations for an assault. This was perfectly 
well understood in Congress. A bill was in- 
troduced in the House to give the Presidenl 
the power to call out the militia and volun- 
teers, without limitation in number, to sup- 
press the insurrection and execute the laws 
It was well understood that the passage of this 
bill would have been the signal for the break- 
ing up of the Peace Conference without ac- 
tion. It WBS accordingly indefinitely post- 
poned. Mr. Lincoln came into power imme- 
diately after this refusal of Congre-s to pass 
anv law for coercion or for the collection of 
the revenue in the seceded States. It was un- 
derstood that he was in favor of withdrawing 
the troops from Fort Sumter to preserve the 
peacu of the country. He knew well that 
any attempt to succor that fort would inevit- 
ably lead to collision and result in a ruinous 
and devastating civil war. 

I am informed and I believe that a Cabinet 
ord'!r was made to evacuate the Fort, but that 
letters from the radical wing of the party 
poured in from the North, and the Cabinet 
again assembled and the order wa- changed or 
modified. He then immediately commenced 
his warlike preparations. Ho believed that 
the order to withdraw the troops would dis- 
arm his party in the North, and on the other 
hand, that a collision at Sumter would unite 
the entire North. To prevent the conserva- 
tives in the North from triumphing over his 
divided party, he and his Cabinet were wil- 
ling to inaugurate a fratricidal war, bringing 
desolation and ruin on both sections. 1 am 
not now defending South Carolina or her ac- 
tion. Having withdrawn from tho Union 
cither by secession or revolution, and meaning 
to maintain her action at all hazards, she of 
course would not allow Sumter to remain in 
the hands of her enemies. Her great fault, 
and what we havo complained of. was the 
original act of secession. Her ulterior action 
seemed to be a neecssaay consequence of th/it. 
But whether that ulterior action was right or 
wrong, I agree with you, Messrs. Editors, 
most cordially in the condemnation and rep- 
robation of the proclamation of the loth of 
April last, to which it gave rise. If you will 
pardon me for using your language — "the 
policy announced in the proclamation deserves 
the unqualified condemnation of every Amer- 
iran citizen. It is unworthy not merely of a 
.statesman but of a man. It is a policy ut- 
terly hairbrained and ruinous. If Mr. Lin- 
coln contemplated this policy in the inaugural 
address, he is a guilty dissembler ; if he has 
conceived it under the excitement raised by 
the seizure of FortSumter. he is a guilty hot- 
spur, In either case he is miserably unfit for 
the exalted position in which the enemies of 
the country have placed, him." But this 
proclamation had something like the Sem- 
blance of law to authorize it. The act of 
Congress of the 28th of February. lT'Jo, au- 
thorizes him to call out the militia of the 
States when the execution of the laws is ob- 
structed by combinations too powerful to be 
suppressed by the ordinary course of Judicial 
proceedings. The use of the militia is how- 
ever limited to three months, and cannot ex- 
tend beyond thirty days after the commence- 
ment of the then next session of Congress. If 
nothing else, this shows that the law has 
placed this whole subject in the hands of 
Congress, and that the Preside nt can only act, 
where it is not, or has not been in the power 
of Congress to act. It is known that 
these combinations existed during nearly the 
whole period the last Congress was in session, 
yet not one step was taken looking to a co- 
ercive policy. How far he has the power to 
attempt to suppress combinations which were 
in existence when Congress was in session, j 
and which have still continued, it is unneees- j 
sary now to discuss. Another proclamation : 
was issued on tho 10th of April, in which, 
after reciting that letters of marque were 
threatened by the seceding States, he deems | 
it advisable to set on foot a blockade of the j 
ports in the States aforesaid, in pursuance of 
the laws of the United States and the law of 
nations in such case provided, and concludes j 
by declaring such privateers pirates. 

If there be the semblance of authority for j 
this movement by the most latitudinariafl 
construction of the powers of a constitutional 
President, I have been unable to perceive it. It 
is a gross and palpable violation of the Con- j 
ttitutioo and a wanton usurpation of power. 
In the time of South Carolina nullification, i 
it was said by the friends of President Jackson 
and the papers in his interest, that he would 
put it down by blockading the port of Charles- 
ton, and Mr. Webster, in alluding to those re- 
ports in his speech at Worcester. Mass., said: 
' The President has no authority to blockade 
Charleston; tho President has no authority 
to employ military force, till he shall bo duly- 
required so to do by law and by the civil au- 
thorities. ' The fame of Mr. Webster has in no 
small degree been enhanced by his unanswer- 
able argument against nullification, yet as a 
constitutional lawyer he proclaimed that the 



President had no authority to blockade 
Charleston, and he aided in passing the force 
bill, limited to two years, to enable bini to do : 
it. The law of 1796 confers upon the Presi- 
dent his only power to act in a case like the 
present, anil that law was scrutinized and j 
criticised by the fathers of the Republic, 
and framed with such cautious .wisdom as to 
prevent its lieing greatly abused, even in the 
hands of a wicked President. 

Under this usurpation of authority, ho is | 
now interfering with the commerce of loyal ' 
States ; while stating in his proclamation of 
April lf>th, that his first object will be to re- | 
possess the property and places belonging to 
the United States, he is daily preventing sup- 
plies of food to the helpless women and chil- 
dren and slaves of tin- South, in order that 
under the desperation of starvation the slaves 
may be excited to servile insurrection. The J 
delusion that they can be thus starved, is w on- 
derful, but the criminality of the motive is 
not the less on that account, or the act itself less 
despotic. Having thus violated the Constitu- 
tion, he seems to have lost sight of levery res- ; 
triction upon his power, and afterwards acted 
in litter defiance of its most sacred provisions. 
The Constitution gives to Congress alone the 
power "to raise and support rtrmies." Our 
fathers were justly jealous of placing, in any 
manner whatever, a power like this in the 
hands of one man. The friends of the Con- i 
stitution in urging its adoption pointed to 
this clause as conclusive evidence of a laft 
division of power. Col. Gen. Nicholas, who 
was a member of the Virginia Convention 
which adopted the Constitution of the United 
States, and w ho afterwards removed to Ken- 
tucky, declared that "the most effectual guard 
which has yet been discovered again*! the 
abuse of power, is the division of it." "But.' 
said he "no constitution affords any real se- 
curity to liberty, nnless it is considered as sa- 
cred and preserved inviolate; because that se- 
curity can only arise from an actual and not 
fiom a nominal limitation and division of 
power." In the great contest between the 
elder Adams and Jefferson, the same distin- ; 
gnished gentleman published a letter to a 
friend in Virginia. Which was extensively cir- 
culated, in which he arraigned the policy of 
Mr. AdaiM, ar.d of the Congress under him. 
for the passage of the military bill by which 
the power was transferred to the President, 
in the event of a declaration of war, or of in- 
vasion by anv foreign power, to raise 10,000 
regular troops and an indefinite number i.f'vol- 
untccrs. He considered tie- law unconstitu- 
tional, because the President was made the 
sole judge of the necessity of raising this 
army. 

Yet Mr. Lincoln, in a third proclamation, 

dated May od, alluding to the immediate ex- [ 

igeiieies by which he was surrounded, calls 
into the service of the United States 4il!31 
volunteers, to serve for a period of three ttrnrs 
unless si .oner discharged; and abo directs that 
the regular army of the United States be in- j 
creased by the addition of eight regiments of 
infantry, one of cavalry, and one of artillery, j 
making altogether a maximum aggregate in- 1 
crease of 22,714 officers and enlisted men. 
He further directs the enlistment, for not less j 
than' one or more then three years, of 18,000 j 
seamen in addition to the present force for the ! 
naval service of the United States. This 
power belongs alone and absolutely to Con- I 
grcs<. and there is no law ir. existence at- 
tempting to transfer it to the President. It 
is an open and shameless disregard of one of 
the plainest and most SRCrXM and vital provi- 
sions of the Con-titiition. Where is the use 
of swearing a President to support that in- 
strument, if it can be thus trampled under' 
foot and rank usuipation. which is despotism, 
reared in its place? The only extenuation I 
have seen offered, is the plea of necessity. 
Can it be necessary to break down the bar- 
riers of the Constitution in order to preserve 
it inviolate' .Mr. Madison, who ^ias been 1 
justly called the Father of the Constitution, 
has furnished the best answer to this misera- 
ble apology for Mr. Lincoln and his Cabinet. 
"Exhortation," says It", "to disregard domes- 
tic usurpation, until foreign danger shall have 
passed, is an artifice which may be forever ' 
used, because the possessors of power, who are 
the advocates for its extension, can ever ere- j 

ate national embarrassments, to be successive- 
ly employed to soothe the people into sleep, 
whilst that power is swelling, silently, secret- ' 
ly, and fatally." But what are all these i 
mighty armaments for, to raise which the 
Constitution +,as been trodden down? Are 
they to subjugate the Southern States and 
make them conquered provinces? I think I ' 
know something of that people, somewhat of 
the daring, intrepid, ami determined spirit 
with WWCfl they have gone into this matter, 
and I solemnly declare that 1 do not believe i 
that all the power of the North, strengthened 
and cemented as it is by the fanatical element 
against slavery, can ever conquer them. I by 
no means underestimate the bravery of the 
North. I know that they are lrive, that I 
they will light gallantly, that they have tli» 
prestige of the stars and stripes on their side, l 
and that in all respecis they have greater re- . 
sources; but a people imbued with one spirit 
as the people of the South now are. fighting 
as they feel they are fighting, for all that is 
sacred to them upon earth, can never be con- 
quered. 

Mr. Burke, in his speech on conciliation 
with America, truly says that where slavery 
exists in any part of the world, "those who 
arc free, are by far the most proud and jeal- 
ous of their freedom. Freedom is to them 
not only an enjoyment, but a kind of rank 
and privilege. They are much more strong- 
ly, and with a higher and more stubborn spir- 
it attached to liberty. Ill such a people the 
haughtiness of domination combines with the 
spirit of freedom, fortifies and renders it in- 
vincible.'' But if conquered, what then ? The 
organization of the General Government can- 
not be maintained without the co-operation of 
the States. Can you compel this co-opera- 
tion ? When you have conquered Louisiana 
or any other seceding State, can you compel 
her to elect Senators or Representatives, and 
if not, what would be her position? If the 
object of embodying an army of two hundred 
and fifty thousand men is not to subjugate the 
South, what is it for ? Is it to recover a .few- 
worthless f,,rts or to wreak the vengeance en- 
gendered by sectional hatred. Is an ocean 
of blood to be shed and the gulf between the 
sections to be so deepened and widened as to 
be forever impassable, in order to do w hat we 
can do as well now. But for this horrible 
condition of things, there would have been 
eight slaveholding States seeking redress witli 
in the Union and under the Constitution. But 
four more have gone out, and four only, in- 
cluding Delaware are left, with the iroii heel 
of military coercion on two of them. Under 
these circumstances what ought Kentucky to 
do? My solemn conviction is that the first 
and most important thing is to discard all 
past party feuds, and agree to unite on one 
common platform. If there be those who 
think that Kentucky ought to withdraw and 
unite her destiny with the South at once, and 
take her share of the responsibility anil clan- 
ger of the step, they ought to remember that 
the people alone can decide such a question, 
and that under existing circumstances it is 
almost, if not absolutely certain, that it would 
give rise to civil war among ourselves. On 
the other hand, the people of the State have 
decided, by a large vole, that Kentucky shall, 
during this unnatural war. maintain a strict 
and impartial neutrality, and stand prepared 
to enforce it against cither belligerent who 
shall violate it. The refusal of the Governor 
to furnish troops to fight our brethren of the 
South has been'alinost unanimouslv approved, 
and both parties seem now to agree to the 
common platform of neutrality. 

During my absence from the State, I was 
nominated, and with eleven other gentlemen, 
elected by the people of Kentucky, a delegate 
to the Border Slave State Convention. I was 



not in the State during the period of the stir- 
ring and startling events which have covered 
the whole country with a pall of darkness, 
and have had no opportunity of expressing 
my opinions upon them. Finding, however, 
an address from gentlemen composing the 
Central Committee of the party which elect- 
ed me, approving in strong and decided terms I 
the action of the Governor in refusing the 1 
quota of troops demanded by Mr. Lincoln, 
and stating what should be the present posi- 
tion of Kentucky, I am willing to indorse J 
that addre-s, and in my action as delegate j 
conform to the policy there indicated. I es- 
pecially and cordially agree to the following > 
extract from that address : " What the future • 
duty of Kentucky may be. we of course can- 1 
not with certainty foresee; but if the enter- ] 
prise announced in the proclamation of the 
President should at anytime hereafter assume | 
the aspect of a war for the overrunning I 
and subjuguation of the seceding States 
through the full assertion therein of the na- 
tional jurisdiction by a standing military 
force, we do not hesitateto say that Kentucky 
should promptly unsheath her sword in be- 
half of what will have then become the com- 
mon cau-e. Such an event, if it should oc- 
cur, of which we confess there does not appear 
to us to be a rational probability, could nave 1 
but one meaning — a meaning which a people 
jealous of their liberty would he keen to de- 
tect, and which a people worthy of liberty 
would be prompt and fearless to resist. 
When Kentucky detects this meaning in the 
action of the Government, she ought, with- 
out counting the cost, to take up arms at once i 
against the Government. Until she does de- 
tect this meaning, she ought to hold herself 
independent of both sides, and compel bot h 

sides to respect the inviolability of her soil.' 

I am no secessionist, and as is well known, 
never have been. I have treated it always as 
a political heresy w ithout constitutional sanc- 
tion, and 1 have deprecated as sincerely and , 
as truly as any other man living its danger- 
ous tendency. But we ought to remeicber 
that many of the best minds in the country j 
do honestly believe that it is a right fairly 
deducible from the Constitution, and whole 
communities have acted under that convic- 
tion. But, opposed as I am to sc< ion. 

whenever the Contingency happens alluded 
to in the foregoing extract. I agree with the 
Committee, and I trust with every patriot in 
the land, thai Kentucky should promptly un- ' 
sheath her sword in behalf of what will have 
become the common cause. I consider the 
subjugation of the South the utter annihila- 
tion of every material interest of Kentucky. , 
If the insane attempt should be persisted in. 
1 fe ar that the pillars of the temple of liberty- 
will be torn down, and that all that is now 
sacred to US will be crushed under their broken 
fragments.

Proclamation of the Governor. 

Whereas, numerous applications have been 
made to me from many good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, praying me to issue u procla- 
mation forbid ding the march ot any forces of 
this or any other Stnte or States over our soil, 
to nmke an apprehended attack upon tho 
Federal forces at Cairo, in Illinois, or to dis- 
turb any otherwise the peaceful attitude of 
Kentucky with reference to the deplorable 
war now waging between the United States 
and the Confederate States. And whereas, 
numerous applications from like good citizens 
of this Commonwealth have also been inado 
to me, praying me to issue a proclamation 
forbidding the occupation of any post or place, 
or the inarch over our sacred soil by anv 
force of the United States for any purpose. 
And whereas, it is made fully ev ident, by 
every indication of public sentiment, that it 
u the determined purpose of the good people 
nl Kentucky to maintain, with courage ous 
firmness, the fixed position of self-defense, 
proposing or intending no invasion or ag- 
gro-ion towards any other State or States, 
forbidding the quartering of troops upon her 
soil by either of the hostile sections, but sim- 
ply standing aloof from an unnatural, horrid, 
and lamentable strife, for the existence of 
which Kentucky, neither by thought, word, 
nor act, is in any wise responsible. And 
whereas, the policy thus recommended by so 
many of my fellow-citizens of all political 
leanings, is. in my judgment, wise, peaceful, 
safe, and honorable, and the most likely to 
preserve peace and amity between the neigh- 
boring bordering States on both shores of tho 
Ohio river, and protect Kentucky, generally, 
I from the ravages of a deplorable war. And 
I whereas, the arms distributed to the "State 
Guard," composed as it is of gentlemen 
equally conscientious and honest, who enter- 
tain the opinions of both parties, are not to 
be used against il,e Federal Government nor the 
Confederate State*, but to resist and prevent 
encroachments upon her soil, her rights, her 
honor, and her sovereignty by either of the 
belligerent parties, and to preserve the peace, 
safety, prosperity, and happiness and strict 
neutrality of her people, in the hope she may 
soon have an opportunity to become a suc- 
cessful mediator between them; and in order 
to remove the unfounded distrust and suspi- 
cions of purposes to force Kentucky out of the 
Union, at the point of the bayonet — which may 
have been strongly and wickedly engendered 
in the public mind in regard to my own posi- 
tion and that of the "State Guard," 
Now, therefore, I, B&RIAB MAGOFFIN, 

Governor of the Commonwealth of Ken- 
tucky, and Commander-in-Chief of all her 
military forces, on land or water, have issued 
this my proclamation, hereby notifying and 
warning all other Slates, whether separate or 
united, and especially the "United Spates" 
and the "Confederate States," that I solemnly 
forbid any movement upon the soil of Ken- 
tucky or the occupation of any port, post, or 
place whatever within the lawful boundary 
and jurisdiction of this State, by any of the 
force) under the orders of the States afore- 
said, for any purpose whatever, until author- 
ized by invitation or permission of the Leg- 
islative and Executive authorities of this 
Stale previously granted. I also^iercby espect- 
allyand solemnly forbidal) good citizens of this 
Commonwealth, whether incorporated in the 
"State Guard" or otherwise, making any w ar- 
like or hostile demonstrations whateveragainst 
any of the authorities aforesaid, earnestly re- 
questing all citizens, civil and military, to bo 
obedient hereto: to bo obedient to tho laws 
and lawful orders of both the civil and mili- 
tary authorities; to remain when on" military 
duty quietly and peaceably at their homes, 
pursuing their wonted lawful avocations; to rc- 
Erain all words and acts likely to engender 
hot blood and provoke collision; to pursue 
such a line of wise conduct as will promote 
peace and tranquility, and a sense of safety 
and security, and thus keep far away from our 
beloved land and people the deplorable ca- 
lamities of invasion; but at the same time earn- 
estly counseling my fellow-citizens of Ken- 
tucky to make prompt and efficient prepara- 
tions to assume the armor and attitude pre- 
scribed by the paramount and supreme law 
of self-defense — and strictly of self-defense 
alone; praying Almighty God to have us ever- 
more in his holy keeping, and to preserve 
us in peace, prosperity, and security for- 
ever.
